Llector.—On that point there is no great dif- 
ference of opinion. My neishbors say that it is 
sirange that such an insult has been offered, 
and ve_that no ene can lay bis finger on it so as 
to enxble others to discern it. Hf the people 
Were convinced that the insult was real, I be- 
lieve they would not be willing to submit to it.

Elector.—Yes, 1 have seen the reports of the

Senator.—Whiy, it is owing to the folly of per- 
mitting the fedcraiists to obtain a majority in 
the assembly. These fellows some how or 
other entertained suspicions that all was not 
right. This led one of them to move a resolu- 
tion requiting the coreptrolier to report to the 
assembly the sums loaned, the times when, the 
sums in arrear for principal and interest, the 
borrowers’ names, and how the loans were se- 
cured. Our friends did not dare to oppose the 
resolution, for fear of mereasing the suspicions. 
Of course the resolution was adopted, and the 
comptroller has been obliged to let out the 
whole secret. ; 

Elector.—This is peculiarly unfortunate The 
people, and especially the poorer classes, feel 
deeply interested in the school fund. The loan- 
ing of it almost exclusively to fathers, brothers, 
cousins, senators and rich specuiators of the 
leaders of our party, and the shameful delin- 
quencies of the borrowers to the manifest inju- 
ry ofthe School Fund, is a mortifying and dis- 
graceful thing. It furhishes strong arguments 
to the federalists which they use with success 
against us. 

Senator.—But the senate has also appointed a 
committee who have reported on the subject of 
the School Fund, in a manner which is calcula- 
ted to gloss over the business, and by way of 
giving greater effect to the report, we put Gen- 
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eral Platt on the committee with two of our 
friends. ‘Tie scheme was well contrived, and 
; the result will I hope once more blind the eyes 
| of the multitude, who do not look deep into mat- 
ters of this kind. Our Committee were prompt 
and taithtul to their duty—The report was pre- 
pared fer them, and they adopted it without de- 
lay. General Platt strove hard to gain a little 
time for examination, but that would not do, and 
therefore be was overruled. Five hundred cop- 
ies were immediately printed and ‘distributed a- 
mong the’ members, to be sent to their friends in 
the country. 

Elector—This manauvre may perhaps help 
us a litde. But how did the committee of the 
senate get over the objections of favoritism in 
the manmer of making the loans, and of neglect 
to compel punctuality in the payment of the 
principal and interest? These objections carry 
great weight with them. Besicts I understand 
the legislature (which was decidedly democrat- 
ic) ordered the money to be loaned at six per 
cent, when the current rate of interest was seven. 
Ihave also heard it surmised that some of the 
rich borrowers have re-loaned the same money 
ai two and three per cent per month These 
things de not look well after the strong profes- 
sions we have made of our patriotism, economy, 
puvity and disinterestedness. 

Senator.—Our committee had indeed a pretty 
hard task, but they performed it manfully. They 
eased the comptroller a little, threw some blame 
on the legislature, and asserted boldly that punc- 
tality in the payment of either principal or inter- 
est was not to be expected by reason of the coun- 
tenance which had been given by the legislature 
to other delinquents. ‘The distresses produced 
by the embargo were also laid hold of by way 
of upology for the delinquents. In short, where 
facts were wanting, assertions were substituted. 
‘Tne cherge of favoritism was easily get over. 
No one knew when there was school money in 
the treasury to be loaned, except the comptrol- 
ler and treasurer, and thro’ them our friends 
obtained seasonable information so as to enable 
them to become the first applicants.: Of course 
the money was always appropriated when any 
other persons applied. The loan at six per cent. 
was apopular thing, and would not have at- 
tracted public notice had not our enemies ob- 
tuined-a majority inthe assembly. For the pur- 
pose of saving ‘appearances a few federalists 
were accommodated, and for their sakes we 
supposed the party would not like to have the 
names of the borrowers disclosed. As to the 
use made ofthe money I can only answer that 
we have no right to: inquire into it. There are 
certam borrowers who might as weli have done 
without it, but some men are so avaricious that 
they will not let any opportunity slip to increase 
their riches. I wish too that our senatorial bor- 
rowers had been more punctual in their pay- 
ments for the sake of the party. There are 
kt.ch, Buell, and smith, who have all been large- 
ly accommodated, and neither of them has ever 
paid up his interest. ‘These men hang heavy on 
our party, and some of them do us very little 
honor. ‘They costus more than they are worth, 
but it will not answer to let them know it. 

Elector.—I am afraid these loans of the School 
money will be a mill stone about our necks in 
the election—But pray what is the reason that 
Southwick has not published the treasurer’s an- 
nual report ? I have heard a good deal said on 
that point. The people are very inquisitive a- 
bout the expenditure of public money and the 
state of the treasury. 

Senator—Why the truth is that the treasur 
er’s last report is very lean. The balance in the 
treasury was reduced to almost nothing, and 
poor Southwick does not relish the disclosure 
of our empty treasury on the eve of an impor- 
tant election. Besides that mischievous fellow, 
Croswell has annoyed him so much about the 
extravagant amount of the state-printer’s’ ac- 
counts during a few years past that he was a- 
fraid to publish the report, lest the sum of $38, 
G00, and upwards which he has been paid for 
state printing during the last year would give 
Croswell a new baiulle against him. Southwick 
is an imprudent and extravagant dog, but he is 
useful to us and therefore we must humor him, 
What do the people say about the cry of tory, 
which we have rawed against them ? 

Elector —1 do not like this humoring of an ex- 
travagant printer. Our friends go too far with 
Southwick. His impudent lies have been so of- 
ten detected and exposed, that his usefulness is 
almost destroyed.——The cry of Tory is not 
heeded much. We have so many old Tories on 
our side, and there are so many prominent Whigs 
opposed to us that nothing we can say on that 
subject wil! avail us. Indeed some of the Whig 
farmers, who are republicans, consider it a 
downright insult that such men as Southwick

Piatt? What effect have the stories which we 
circulate against him, of his being haughty, aris- 
tucratic, a bigot, an infidel, &e. &e.? 

Elector —Jonas Platt is generally well speken 
of His Father was a respectable farmer of 
Dutchess county, and well known during the 
revolution as a zealous whig. The son, it is 
said, mherits all the Father’s virtues, and is a 
man of sterling talents, unquestionable probity, 
plain manners, and warmly attached to the con- 
stitution. It isalso said and believed that he 
is a religious mar, who will not do violence to 
lis conscience to promote party views.
